Henry Wubker Says That Sncfi An 


Industry ShouM Be Located 


In RriinefandeT 


Among Hie »«w Industries for 


Rhinelander, 
one 
most 
needed 


Is a grist mill. 
For a number of 


years lh« matter of locating ruch an 
industry in this city has been fre- 
quently discussed by the fanners and 
business people. It ««ms to be tl>e 
general opinion expressed l>y every 
on* acquainted with tl>e conditions 
tliat a grist raill uouU prove a fay- 
ing proposition liere. 


Henry Wubker, cjiairman of the 


town of Xewbokl and one of t!^ best 
known farmers in tl>e county, lias 
long advocated U»e irjiWrng of a trri>t 
rcill. He is in favor of tlrt: farmers 
organizing a stock company -and erect- 
ing tlie miH with tljeirown capital. 
He claims that it would be a money 
making venture from tlie start. Mr. 
Wubker las givtn tl.<e proposition 
much consideration and after a care- 
ful Investigation lias compiled facts 
and figures which sl*ow much plainer 
than nords that a grtst mill would be 
of great benefit, to tlie fanners of 
Oneida county and the citi/ens of 
Rhirie.'ander. 
. According to Mr. \Vut»ker, tl^e soil 
of this sfctkm Is adapted for the rais- 
ing of grain and that rye, tiirley, and 
wl^eat could be made a profitable crop. 
Tliis grain could be ground in Rhine- 
lartder and the product sold to local 
consumers thus keeping at iwme the 
sum of money which now pocs outside 
annually for flour and feed. 
While

prepared 


to state eve'n the approximate amount 
expended yet he says tiiat the figures 
are enormous and would surprise tlie 
majority of people w ho scarcely give 
the matter any tl»ought. To retain 
such money In RlJnelander would 
mean a big help to the business men 
and citizens as a wliole. One grist 
mil] would be able to furnish all the 
flour consumed In Uhinelander and 
would also supply a large outside 
trade. 


)Ir. WubVer intends to personally 


call on all the farmers and business 
men in the county and endeavor to 
urge them to ta£e active steps toward 
the realization of a grist mill. He 
lias always been * booster for the fu- 
ture welfare and prosperity of the 
city and county and he says that he 
will succeed In placing this new In- 
dustry here even If he has to build 
the mill on his own responsibility. '

Belief committees were forming, money 
was pouring In from all -points, and 
above all came the Immense • stores 
from America. Vlttori's wife's brother 
lived' In New York, and there the 
stricken man determined to go. Learn- 
ing that one of the principal objects 
of tbe relief committees was to re- 
move the survivors of the earthquake 
to other ports, Vlttori applied to be 
sent to America, and after considera- 
ble delay a passage ticket In tbe steer- 
age was given him, 


The Journey through the Mediter- 


ranean and across the Atlantic wu a 
melancholy one. Vlttori was by no 
means one of the lower class of I tali 
tans, and bis surroundings were not 
calculated to alleviate his grief. What 
was* the world to him while bis dear 
wife and children were lying under the 
ruins of their home! He was tortured 
by tbe thought that possibly they 
might have been, like others, days. If 
not weeks, dying.

MORE PAY FOR SUPERVISORS 
If a bill now before the state legis-
